W \>-iii\(i ION, .March t<, — The con- 
ferees of the two houses on the Cuban 
resolutions, consisting of Senators Sher- 
man, Morgan and Lodge on the part of 
the senate, and Messrs. Hitt, Adams 
and McCreary of the house, reached a 
concUision more sjieedily and with les,s 
difficulty in their conference yesterday 
than had been anticijiated. The cun- 
sultatioii wa.s of about 'M minutes dura- 
tion and it became upiiaretit iiuiiiediattv 
Iv that the representatives of the senate 
would be aatlrfad with the boiuw rab 

stitute. . 

Senator .Morgan was strongly In fa- 
vor of that clause of the house resolu- 
tion whicrh contemplates intervention, a 
declaration which he had suggested 
should be made when the question was 
before the senate. There was mention 
made of the possibilities of war with 
Spaiu as a result of the action by con- 
gress. 

So far aa the house is concerned the 
rSiblation Is a closed question for the 
nraaeut. There will be no more debate 
because it is only necessary for the see- 
retuy of the senate to report to the 
house thAt the senate conraraM have 
agreed to the house resolutions. 
The resolutions are as follows: 
"Resolved, by the house of represent- 
atives (the senate conctnrlttg), that in 
tbe opinion of congress a state of pub- 
lic war exists in Onba, the parties to 
which are ebtitled to belligerent rights 
and the United Stalet should obeenre a 
strict nentnditr between tha beUlgar- 
' ents. 

"Resolved, that congress deplores the 
destruction of life and property caused 
by the war now wa^^iiig in the island, 
and believing that the only permanent 
solution of the contest equally iu the 
interest of Spain, the people of Cuba 
and other nations would be in the es- 
tablishment to a government by the 
choice of the people of Cuba, it is the 
sense of congress that the government 
of the United States should use its good 
otlices and friendly iutiuence to that 
end. 

"Kn.solved, that the United States 
has not intervened in struggles between 
any Kuiopean governments and their 
•colonies on this continent ; hut from the 
very clo.se relations between the pet>ple 
of the United States and those of Cuba 
in conse({uence of its proximity and tiie 
e.\tent of the commerce between tlie 
two peoples, the present war is Entailing 
such losses upon the people of the 
United States that congress is ot opin- 
ion tiiat the government of the Uniteil 
States sliould be prepared to protect the 
legitimate interests of A meruaiU by ih- 
t«rveution, if necessai'y." 

SENATE AND "house.

Wakhinoton, March 6.— For a long 

time yesterday afternoon it looked as 
tiiough the Cuban (luestion would be 
finally disposed of in the .senate by 
agreeing to the conference report ac 
oepting the house resolutions. 

At the ooudnsion of Mr. Mitchell's 
elaborate argument on the Dupont case 
Mr. .Sherman presented the reijoit of 
the conferees and asked for immediate 
action 

Kepresentatives Hut ,ind .Xdanis, two 
of 111'- house < onfi'iees, were present .it 
the time, as It was expei ted tiie rejMiir 
would be adopted Hut as it was then 
;j o'clock not more than a dozen senators 
were present and .Mr Hale of Maine 
suggested that it was undesirable to 
crowd through a resolution of tins mag 
nitude at a late hour aud witli an empty 
senate. This brought considerable shaip 
debate. Mr. Chandler, who had nut 
before been heard on Cuba, declared 
himself in favor not only of recognizing 
but of maintaining the independence ot 
Cuba, even if it resulted in war with 
Spain 

Mr, Hawley expressed sympathy with 
the public feeling against SiMin, yet he 
feared the earnestness and eagerness of 
tbe United States would involve us in 
war not only with Spain but other Eu- 
ropean countries. He deprecated the 
flippancy Mrith which warlike utterances 
were maide. 

Mr. Sherman concluded to let the 
subject go over until Monday, tbe sen- 
ate having agreed to adjourn until then, 
and he gave notice that he would call 
up tbe rapurt during the morning bom-, 
lasting from lii uutu 'i. 

The senate then took up the calendar 
and paased thi followlug bills and reso- 
lutions: To pay the hews of the late 
John Roach g48,858 on the oonstruotion 
of the gunboat Dolphin; to incorporate 
tlie supreme oouncU of the 88d degree 
of Si-ottish rite Masonry for the south- 
ern jurisdiction of the United States; 
establishing an additional larnl office iu 
Montana. 

At i-.io p. m.. after a brief executive 

session the senate adjourned.

John Oarrett Probably Fatally Wound'- 
ed by Albert Garrett— Tbe 
Lftttar laeapaf . 

John Oarrett was shot and probably 
fatally wounded by Albert Qarratt at 
Stevanaou'a old tanyard near Mnrphy>* 

ville Thursday morning at 10 o'clock. 

Two shots were tired, fine ball pene- 
trating the breast and the other the 
head at a point a few Inchea above the 
oar. Dr. Huddleson who was called was 
unable to locate either of the balls. The 
one that entered over tbe ear ranged 
down and it la thought lodged some- 
where in the neck. 

All)ert Garrett claims to l»e a cousin of 
the man be shot.

(iarrett took him in, and afterwards 
helped him secure a home in the edge of 
Murphysville. 

Thursday morning Jno. Oarrett was fix- 
ing to move from tbe Khodes farm to 
another place in the neighborhood. 
While be and others were engaged load- 
ing his household gt)ods, Albert (iarrett 
appeared on tbe scene and claimed that 
Mrs. John Garrett had been circulating 
a false report about him. John denied 
that bis wife lia'l done anything "f tbe 
kind. .Vlbert replied, " Vou re a d— n 
liar," and with that John started towards i 
him. The shooting followed. |
